The ABS ceased the New 
Motor Vehicles Registrations collection after the release of statistics 
relating to the month of December 2001. The ABS will publish monthly 
statistics on sales of new vehicles (based on the VFACTS collection) on a 
seasonally adjusted and trend basis from the January 2002 reference 
month in Sales of New Motor Vehicles (Cat no. 9314.0).
